Asthe Habbarocsk steamed slowly east- 
ward ahe fired at all lighted houses, one 
shell going through Bahur Lodgo (tho At- 
torney, Geveral’s house), two atruck Moi- 
rion, one of which killed a lady and her 
youngest child. .
